Bro adcasts Planned 
Some of the balloons will car­ 
ry a 3 to 6 pound radio broad­ 
casting station, which Dr. Milli­ 
kan say s is the smallest in the 
world. 
During the balloon ascen­ 
sion the radio station will broad­ 
cast the record of cosmic ray s 
encountered. 
Thus there will be

H it­ 
ler alway s prepares th e way fo r 
aggressio n by so ftening up po s­ 
sible critics with w arm abuse, 
seem to remember a go vernment 
barrage o f speech es h ere against 
th e medical pro fessio n, th e mo v 
ies, th e insurance co mpanies and 
o th ers, 
befo re 
th e 
go vernment 
mo ved in upo n a direct attack 
against th eir business practices. 
B ut wh enever th e attack is to 
be po litical, it is th e 
press 
at 
wh ich th e barrage is aimed and it 
no w begins to lo o k like th e fav­ 
o rite Wash ingto n wh ipping bo y is 
in fo r it again fo r th e co ming po ­ 
litical campaign. 


I t is an o ld co ntentio n th at "th e

To b egin with Dr. Millikan v ery 
definitely was not ap p earing as a 
theologian b u t mereiy to giv e a 
scientist’s p hilosop hy of religion. 
He did not p u rp ort to adv ance any 
new creed or dogma nor v ou chsafe 
any existing sect or chu rch. 
He 
simp ly accep ted an inv itation, as 
I u nderstand it, to make this ap ­ 
p earance on his own time and ex­ 
p ense in order to share his v iews 
with the p eop le who 
cared 
to 
come. I wou ld like to ask, “Since 
when is a scientist not entitled to 
an op inion regarding his own p hil­ 
osop hy of life or religion?" 
Ev en 
the most lowly hav e that right. At 
no time du ring his address did he 
make allegations that he was a 
theologian as su ch. 
His 
whole 
theme was relegated to a “scient­ 
ist’s ap p roach to the qu estion”.

fu ndamental. 
It is my
